Subject:     Cheese  must  be  packed  with  scale  boards. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  destination  jjoints  that  cheese  delivered 
to  the  federal  Surplus  Commodities  Cor^oora.tion  is  arriving  a  t  destination 
without  scale  boa.ris  or  without  required  n^omber  of  scale  V.'Oards,    As  a 
result,  difficulty  ha.s  been  exiperienced  wit:";  cheese  sticking  to  the  covers 
or  bottoms  of  the  boxes  and  when  two  cheese  are  packed  in  the  same  box 
by  the  cheese  sticking  together. 

Your  attention  is  agai:i  directed  to  paragraph  S  of  A  moxmcement  FSC-758. 
A  u)art  of  ^his  x^sx'agraph  roads  as  follows;     "All  cheese  delivered  to  JSCC 
shall  be  ijacked,  v/ith  a  scale  board  ne:ct  to  the  top  and  bottom  of  ea.ch 
individual  cheese,  in  types  described  in  FSC-1714,   etc."     This  provision 
mes.ns  tha.t  if  a  single  cheese  is  packed  to  a  box,   tv;o  sca.le  boards  must 
be  used,   one  abov./  and  one  below  the  cheese.     If  tv.'o  cheese  are  packed 
to  a  box,  throe  scale  boards  must  be  used,  one  on  the  top,  one  on  the 
bo"Gtom  and  one  between  the  two  cheese. 

Please  cneck  carefully'-  on  the  use  of  scale  boards  i;.i  packaging  cheese  in 
order  ohat  the  difficulty  e:q)erienccd  in  this  connection  may  be  eliminated.
